Bale of Canadian Cattle at Aberdeen. 

Part ef the second consignment of Can- 
adian cattle which arrived in Aberdeen 
last week were sold en Thursday. There 
was a geod attendance of buyers, though 
not so large asat the first sale. Mesers. 
Macdonald. Fraver & Vo. sold 121 bull- 
ocks and heifers, principally one-year-olda; 
and the prices given ranged from 10 15s 
to 14 32s6d. The total amount realized 
was 1,508 Se, giving an average of 12 148 
per head. Messrs. Robertson & Johnston 
sold 107 cattle of yarious kinds, Twenty- 
five light animals were sold first, and 
breught 901 12s 6d, or an average ef over 
£12 each. Seventy-four very heavy bull- 


eeks, in splendid condition, and as good a ,,j, 


lot as has been brought across, were keen- 
ly seught after. ‘Ibe lowest prieed pair 
were 15 10s, and sumerous animals fetch- 
ed over £20 ench, the highest being 23 10s, 
The total realized for the 74 was 1,821 17s 
6d, giving an average of 17 J78 9d, 
Eight heifers concluded the sale, the 
prices running from 14 10s to 17 lbs, 
the uyerage being £16 78, The buyers 
were mostly farmers from the north- 
eastern districts. —Londom Canadian Ga- 
zette, June 26.
